It oi,euTTeti once In the olden lime, when Kiurao was 
mistri-ss of the world, thai tho Rales of the temple nf 
I'esee were closed by urtlur of the senate : Iho wntld 
grew w.mry nf the din of nar.and the lierliarian liurdm 
uf Hritain. Haul, nnd l'orthia imniod and feasted, 
while Home stored ita ,iroriaries nnd grew fat, popn- 
lou*, and proud. That was a rjood rime for the world, 
hut it could not laat fot ever : the Itotnun people peat, 
-i- -■ -i an imperial mind— titey had also an imperial 
will ; sad so when their vounili were closed the old 
spirit ot con quett came upon them, und they sighed 
for the goad old tiroes of bloodshed, licence, and 
plunder. But, after all, they had soma reaaon tn their 
madness; llie tvnr seldom raged in the [toman terri - 
tory— tlte file was not permitted to reap tin linn hoi- 
vtiai*, and the republican or imperial legions marched 
forth fltrtitjg and tfloriou*, and bnvin|{ nrhieved vie. 
tory Ihe rppoiU of conquered nations always went lifter 
the eoattnandeni had liln-jMlly paid tliemaelves to en. 
rich Lhc eapituland into\ii-ate the people. A* a spe- 
culation the thing seemed safe, and, conducted with 
ability, wpts slwnya prospermia ; no wonder then 
that the duraliDn of peace in those days was nlwaye 
brief, at that war thundered in tint' incessant peal for 
centuries together. 

And we also bare had our milloniiium — forty-nine 
years of peate has made war a jnalftor of tra- 
dition, and hod given hit-tli in mnny amiable 
da well as able niinds, to the hope trf 
p.trKittiniiug it aa the greatest blessing nevt 10 
liberty lhat nations can enjoy. Tllia hiipe hat prtiv.'d 
illusive, and we awake from a ttrcam of peace to the 
hoTrntn of ft great and pr-ihnblr 0 protracted war, 
Tlte eitelcrn capital of thel'ies.trs is menaced by a bar- 
barian foe, and thr Briton and lilill march together to 
(ho rescue, Tliare tl altvays a pretender to llm wnrld'a 
tl™ipii/jn : sometimes n douiinant notion, nnd •nine, 
times nn ambitious warrior. In the present new it in 
Kussia, just emerged upon history, and, like most 
jnunjj giant,, l,u„ t in. the joints, self-willed, and 
dorainetrriiig, Russia is not wide enough for tbo stride 
of a Oor ; nor ia so prrttal a rnunorch subject to ruled 
of ctnmnoo senrpe, or tense nf justice. He would 
ahejiirb Tmiiey for hi« refection, and because he wills 
it ; he tnnkes war upon the aLusaclman, and calls it a 
religious war ; he ignore* Ihe idea ntn war nf prlncl- 
ples, and yel lie Itaa etented one: and we cannot 
doubt lhat so wise and good a prince would cheerfullv 
yield up his priy e lhc moment the Sultan ahould turn 
Oltrbilian and renounce the prophet ; then would lie 
wash hla unpnllutod hands ,-J' the spoils of victory, 
and meekly giiini; up Kgypt, Syria, and Turkey, 
woulil leave its peerless capiiul ntt the BDsphufua, to 
gladden the glikitny Ket'a with a prolonged Tr Fieum 
Tpll the happy Isatic. of a just and silcCraaflil War. He 
would have us, indeed, believe this ; hut the matter 
ia attggeatit-e of doubt. 

Yin a long time past the States uf tGurnpe have brcn 
ai-.-n.ti uned to look upon Russia with suapieion ; to 
watch its movemtynts ; to discern it. purposes ; to utt- 
deratnnd tlte spirit that ruhm awl dlteeta that unwieldy 
and wide.npread emplrr. We ha« seen it displaying 
tl--- spirit of the bei'torinK sehnolhor, by turria the 
bully nnd tlte tyrant of all that fell beneath its pow- 
ers ; it rules by ooercion', it rmiqiwra autl nmalga- 
maten , it is the gn-mt foe to nil lhat pretend tn 
freedom . it hu acquired nothing but territory and 
power, hur lines it care or It now lliiw to value my- 
tiling but material grettn™ ; It has nothing to teath 
but suhtnlaaion ; Ita greal enemies are tli-nip:bi, ntibi 
Ion, antl the press ; morally speaking, it is the outlaw 
of nations, and makes its attacks not only on the terri- 
tory of frci- states, hut alsn on the mind of man ; since 
Xnnileon's earapaign it bat learned to think itaelf 
Invincible, but there are manr avenue* in its vast pos- 
sesaions through which it may be struck to the very 
heart J it la the geniui of de.[M.liim and siiprrrstltioi,. 
The C'aar is the high-priest uf Ihe empire and the 
lather of hi. people, and undiT his iUiaatriuus rule hla 
happy and enlightened cliildrcn are now essaying a 
march on Coiulttnlinuplr, to the glipry of their father, 
high -priest, and Bupenrr, and to realise us far aa they 
are able, the dream of a century. 

Is evieholaa really giroc mad r We know that hi* 
array is long anil deep, hut is it tlttMrefurb In the 
opinion of ita master invincible ■ lite French people 
are fond of attributing their defeat not to Huielati 
skill and valour, but to tlte elements. The litisaiana 
had but Little to brag of a Borodino, they have been 
bebten once, and again hy the Circassian mountaiueera 1 
the Poles rjuricd them single handed, and nutintnlned 
their ground until the hopes of the nation was wrrtted 
from It by tlte treacheiy of some of its own chiirui : 
the crescent a-llli wsvea over Kalafat, and Omar 
Pacha had nnt builged an inch from hi) ttrnng 
pteaition on the Danube. The Hussiaus thought, 
and the world almost ltclicvcd that tha Turks 
would fall before Ihcil cwqwron in ■ single 
campaign, instead of which wa read of the Mussul- 
man driving the Muarovitn intHrtinouiLy Prom the 
Sold, and displaying a resolution and a «nirntie that 
tluca honour 10 a bravf, though a dvclining race. Why,

Such a state of thing* would entirely alter Ihe ospei t 
of tha war, and justify tlte poiiey of the Ctar : hnnuur, 
jUBtiee. uttd [nit dealing, are tilings unkuowu to dea.

Thus, then, ends our millennium : we are war, and 
our tinlv consolation is, that it is not our choice, but 
0 necesiiity forced upon us, nnd most unwillingly ac- 
c™tcpl. We gain nothing by war ; we hiite trtord 
colonies, and a greater extent of territory than we ean 
well manage aa Lt Is 1 and aa for glerv, there haa been 
enough reaped in the Peninaula and in India to lhat for a 
century. War, even a triumphant Bat, ia a Mate of 
peril, anxiety, and siitDirlnp. ; it puts a period to the 
progress of improvement i and although it haa Keen 
our peculiar fortune to he exempt Hoot Its worst in- 



Hicttnns, we must yet enrneatly Ltppp., that its duration 
will bo brief, nnd ita issue a dappy One. But if M 
gain nothing by wot wo have everything to jmservt 
by it. We are told that Ittiatia is already an trver- 
gtown power, and that if it is permitted to seize an 
Turkey, il will liecnme preponderant in Kunpe, to the 
lieril of liherly to every niher state. Nn tme can 
suppose thai, having achieved so much, it will atop 
there. We hove entered upon war to keep him from 
getting there, and the future hope of Kurnpe depends 
upon Iho issue, Kngland and France are not mere 
sympathisers; if Russia were 10 succeed we could 
never calculate on the duration of pence, because it is 
a power that fattens on the plunder of oilier states 
and nourishes by war. The object of tho war then is 
tn preserve Turkey and to eurlail the power of RuHia. 
We have great interests at a nke —so great 1 dee.! that 
the peril of the war is as nothing in comparison, 
Wu tdu.l preserve Unit At all hasnrds. It will bt 
nothing that a Long List of victories is added to our 
history, that we hear in these distant colonics of 
Knglish prison, lilled with prisoner* of war, of rire- 
CL'SNtona of captured csnnnn and shattered eduLgnl, 
but lot us struggle to Leave our children their beat 
ntherilani [ — liberty, no matter wlui the foe msy be 
or what may be Ilia power.

fruiii Froncf, and been cn?£trr>rnhie*il in hU attention* 
on the way. lie nnd hi* friend, I [ay, Earl of Carlisle, 
were the twin nturn of the pre st win-ld, next nftcr their 
patetiti Bo^hiughnni; and Holland Hoiwe, during the 
pmnprTour, portion of KLch'a career, must haiv enter- 
tained in it* saloonn all the rank and fashimn of thu 
time. Among others came Hawompierre, the French

Five monlh* after the earl'* execution Holland 
IJoukc ™ oceuuiodby the l'arl lament nry tJener.il 
Fairfax, husband of the "Btorry Vere," who thut 
found hersoCf, uudervery extraardiniry circumstance*, 
contemplating the property of her ancestor*. At this 
period we are to *iinpn« Cromwell 
and Ircton eonferrmg on the lawn. The mona^r,, 
however, was anon rcstm-ed tu the carl'* widow and 
her children ; and from t hat time it remained quietly 
hi the possession of the family, almost a* long a* they 
liuitcd. The carl and hi* wife, like the extinguished 
court, had been friend* of the drnmu ; and for a few

beeatne the wife of Addison, ISdward il m v her son, 
tho nc« earl.

and the daughter and only child of this nobleman 
dyina uniuarrietl, the title became eiliiiul.

It is added, unfortunately, that Addison drank the 
more beeauae he waa unhappily married. The 
question is ItEU di.cuaacd, and will probably never he 
settled. The received opinion ia T that Addison's mar- 
riage with the Countess of Warwick originated in his 
being tutor to her son ; that the Counteaa became 
nahampd of it, as a dWoneion from her rank ; and 
that their Itvea were rendered unhappy Inconsequence. 
The prevalence of this opinion appears to be owing to 
Johnson's Lives of tlicPoeta. in which the case is atated 
with to evident a wiiKngnuu to believe It, that people 
in general, who arc ready enough to fall in with such 
an inclination, hnvo overlooked the manifest uaump- 
tioitonwhirh it ia founded, and the " saids" and

The first of them Lb to 
show the numlier of cases of drunken neas dealt 
with at the variou* courts of petty sessions in 
the colony during each of the last three years. 
The second is to show the ■ amber of cues 
tried in the Supreme Court and Courts of 
Quarter ieeaioua during those years, 
■which, bo fai as can be ascertained, bad ibeir 
origin in the diunkenneas of the parties. The 
third is to specify the applications made to tbe 
Colonial Government far permission to sell fer- 
mented and spirituous liquors in quantities not 
less then two gnllons, stating the number of 
applications granted and the number refuned. 
The fourth ii to giw the number nf iicenped 
publichounes in each police district in the 
colony. 

In moving for bis Select Committee on Thurs- 
day evening, Mr. Cowi-kr made several very 
judicioup observations, which proved that ho 
bad bellowed coniidcrabl* attention upon the 
subject of the pro [rosed inquiry, and was pre- 
pared to deal with it on rational and moderate 
principle*. 

One of the facta referred to by the honorable 
member was sufficiently startling, even to those 

from wiiich such facta are gathered. He in 
formed the Council, on the authority of Custom 
House return., that the quantity of ardent spi. 
rils apportioned to every man, woman, and 
child in the colony for the but three moulds 
would be upwards of * gallon, or at the rate of 
between four and five gallons per head for the 
whole year. And he added that the pionor- 
tionate increase in tbe consumption of beer 
and wine was in ai ill greater exoeas, the amount 
of duties paid on these drinks having increased 
far more than the amount paid on 
spirits. The withering effects of this 
growing vice upon tbe material sod moral in-*- 
rests of the community were only glanced at by 
the honorable member, the time not having 
come when this part of his case may be put 
Ibrward circumstantially and with anything like 
dne effect. 

We are glad to find that Mr. Cowra» is no 
advocate for eitretne measures. He feels 
assured that the monstrous evil complained oris 
not to be pnt down by brute farce— by legislation 



such as that which is formally demanded by 
certain parties in Van Uienten's Land and Vie- 
loria, who would hunt down temperance as well 
as intemperance at the point of the bayonet He 
thinks that much might be done in the 
right direction by a more stringent enforcement 
of the law as it now exists, especially in the 
punishment of licensed victuallers allowing 
persons to get drunk on their premises, or selling 
drink 10 intoxicated persons. He leans fsvor 
able, too, to ihe mode of granting licence* eng. 
gented by one of the Magistrates, Mr. AUBil, 
at the late licensing session in Sydney,— viz., 
to vest tbe power* of granting or refusing 
licenses in a board, to be appointed for thai 
purpose by the Eiecutive Qovertiment. 

We do not wisb to obtrude upon Mr. 
CnvrPKE's Committee any advice or sug- 
gestions of our own. We are satisfied 
tliey will discharge their duty diligently and 
conscientiously, and we indulge u hope 
that their labours will not be altogether 
in vain. There is, however, one suggestion that 
we would ventnra to throw out, tro:o because 
we believe it to he deserving of their gr.iveit 
tonsidurntinft. and because it has a far bigher 
.Boctiun lli.in any recommendation of our own. 
In some of the American State* it has been 
sdnptcd by Ihp legislature*, and, after many 
yea™" experience, baa been found to ansiver 
well. In this country it has been recommended 
for legUlntive sdnptiun by nu less an suthority 
than hia Honor the Chief JrjjTir f. We refer 
to the treatment of person* convicled of being 
hobiiual drunkards. In the Salei referred 
lu auclt persons are dealt with in jtmt the 
tame way n persons convicted of being of 
unsound mind. The management of their 
nffiira in mfcen out of their onn hands, and 
vested, si we understand, in tho*e of j cirntmil. 
lee, beittK the wife, the brother, or aome other 
near relative or friend. It is well worthy of 
ron pi deration whether th? fame plan, or sumo 
modification of it, might not he ndrnntageousiy 
adopted in New S mlh Wales. 

One other suggestion, end fur the present we 
have done. About twenty years ago intempe. 
ranee had bp fearfully increased it, rough out lite 
Coiled Kingdom, that the evil arrested the nt 
teniion of Parliament, Mr. fiiLK BucftrNu- 
HAH lock the same step in the Houae of 
Commons as Mr. CowrfB his tsken in the 
Legislative Council. He obtained a Select 
Committee to inquire into lbs extent of the 
evil, i^s causes, and tbe pussibiliiy of 
applying to it a remedy by legislative means. 
The Report brought up by that. Committee, with 
its voluminous Minutes of Evidence, was one ot 
tbe most painfully interesting and important ever 
jxodueed by the British Cnmmoru : and there 
crtn be nodonbl ihai its publication, and its wide 
circulation in a cheap form, gave that impulse to 
the eau*e of Temntiance and Tnlal Abstinence 
which led to such happy refills — we had almost 
snid to such glorious triumphs— boih in our 
Futheiland, and, for some years at least, in the.e 
colon iep. Mr. Cowtkb's Committee would do 
well to procure thel invaluable document, and 
see how far It might serve as a model 01 a 
guide for their own investigations. 
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lx the Legislative Council yesterday, the 
SrEARKS announced that he bad received a 
Supplementary Petition from Dr. Lako, stating 
other matters of objection to the return of Mr. 
Mono sow. 

Mr. Cow fbb moved that the Supplementary 
Petition be referred to the Election Committee. 

Ihe Atuhsev-Qehehai. objected to the 
petition being received lit 10 hasty a manner, 
but would offer no obstacle to the reception of 
it, except on the ground that it was. pressed too 
hastily on the consideration of the House.

The Hou*e resumed wilhciit coming to any 
decision on the clause.

We have bad occasion lately to report some cases 
brought against several respectable members of 
our community, under the Act recently passed fot 
tbe regulation of Weights and Measures, which 
demand a passing notice at our bands. 

In tbe cases referred to small fines were im- 
posed on evidence of having in possesaiun a 
light and unstamped 06; b. weight. Apart from 
the respectability of the parlies Concerned, it is 
impossible to imagine any moral culpability at- 
taching to them, the nature and extent of their 
business altogether precluding such a suppo- 
sition. The weights in question had been 
a f srnped by authority in England, and were 
light in no other sense than that, having been 
some time in use, there was necessarily from or. 
dinar y wear and tear such slight deviations from 
scrupulous exactitude as to Tender the poaaetnuiB 
of them liable, under the strict letter of the law, 
to have all their weight* seized and their names 
coupled with a charge most repugnant to 
an honourable mind, and to wnicb every 
merchant is now exposed who haj not had 
all his weights retdjuited and stamped ; an 
operation which, a* was proved on oath, 
the storekeeper of one of tbe gentlemen 
referred to had been expre>aly ordered by his 
master to perform, but which, in tbe plate of 
the labour market of the colony, he hsd in vain 
endeavoured to accomplish : and from like came, 
an well aa from k very general misconception as 
to the extended application of Ihe Act, we 
believe that Tery few of the merchants bad np 
to that time complied with its provisions. We 
trust, therefore, that during the present session 
of Canned such modification of the Act rosy be 
deviled aa will prevent the law from being 
wrested to the purposes of informers, who. par- 
ticipating in the fines imposed, art exposed to 
temptations which they find it im possible to re- 
sist, to commit, under colour of the law, the 
groaaeet injustioe and oppression. 

In another column tri I be fouad an able letter 
from a correspondent, reviewing the recent deci- 
sion or the Court in tbe case of U. D. Piacoce 
i'. Kiire, and drawing attention to the necessity 
for somu amendment or the Registry Act. 

We cannot doubt that the conitiuction put 
upon Ibis Act by the majority of ibe Conn is 
the correct one. The right* of a btmajMt pur- 
ekster, or mortgagee, are, prims fadt, indefes. 
Kible, and can only be affected by an enact. 

plainly worded that its meaning is 
ble. Bat it is also clear that the 
the pah lie require these rights to be 
made conditional upon the registration of the 
instrument under which they have been 
acquired. It is eqnatly certain that tbe inten- 
tion of those who framed the Act was to impose

This Act, if our memory serves us rightly, is 
one of those affording a pecutterly strong proof 
of tbe necessity for an Upper House, wherein 
the hasty legislation of the representative mem. 
her* might undergo revision. The defects of 
the proposed law wsr* foreseen and pointed 
oat, in a friendly way, by those who were id 
administer it. But instead of taking the sugges- 
tions in good part, and setting to work to remedy 
the defects alluded to, the law. maker* flew into 
a passion at what they were pleased to consider 
an unwarrantable interference with their high 
powers, and passed the Act out of bsnd. 

However excusable ikl* might have been, 
there is mo excuse for ths long neglect of the 
Council to remedy lite defects alluded to, when 
by tbe decision ot the Court in the case of Dox 
r. Qahkok these defect* became apparent. 

We hope there will be no further delay.

wine-broker ascribed thia decline to "an tncrea&eof tem- 
perance among the higher and middle clauses, arising 
from a higher roligioua and moral feeling on the part 
of the people , and among the working classes, per- 
haps, from a tendency to. and a greater liking for, 
spirits and beer." 

Tlia idea thst tho English working mid middle 
claasca would ever become large contumers of tho 
rj'o «rdj'„ ■ (tho ordinary cheap French wine) waa 
discredited, and several inataneea adduced where the 
attempt te matte them ao had failed. The consump- 
tion, therefore, would not increase firc-fbld, and the 
revenue would auffer. 

To draw a clearly cermet eoncluaion from premises 
composed of evidence so heterogeneous is not, perhaps, 
possible. Considering tho strenuous efforts which 
would h* made if a reduction took place, to bring in 
and puff every description of foreign wine. It la not 
aa wc are disposed to think, unlikely that for the drat 
few years an " enormous increase 1 ' would result. Our 
line of argument, indeed, leaves ua at 1 iberty to admit 
that thia inceaae would he certain and sustained, and 
on that auppoaltlon th* advocatea for reduction 
plead the physical bencAtsin reapcot both of enjoyment 
ami health, which would be derived, In their opinion, 
from tho general uao of light cheap wuies.

Onec demon- 
atrate the indefensibility of thia proposition, and per- 
haps the majority or the disinterested supporters nf 
the reduction policy would cease to be concerned for 
its adoption. It is, we may observe in passing, a little 
remarkable, that Mr. Anatey, in hia projected report,

Central Asia, or Central Africa. From North Cape to 
the Cape of < iood Hope— from the plains of India to 
th* prairies of North America and the Mocky Moun- 
taina, the British apen-tsman haa exercised hia akill and 
his pluck. As a crowning tale Colonel Markhtm 
comes with his shooting adventures In th* loftiest 
region of tbo globe : one of Ilia objects, indeed, the 
Oris Amnion, or wild sheep of Thibet, being only 
found accidentally art n lower elevation than IG.ovO feet 
above the level of the sea. 

The book In which Colonel Markbnm narrates his 
sporting adventures from the foot of the lliinalayasi to 
anme of their highest passes and tablc-landt, nearly 
attkuno feet above the sea, is sometimes curt and gene- 
rally superHcis], the aporla-man seeing little more than 
obvious points, But it is rapid, readable, 
varied,^ interesting, and never tedious from 
overdoing.

THE NEW ITALIAN QUESTION, 

Fnw things an more diaagreeahle" than the artaal 
earning of the tlitte at teriieS a very «1H«*J q™*t">n 
must be put and must be answered i and it U natural 
that the unconstitutional Italian SoYsreiflu should 
resent the advent of any person who would sak thelm 
taco to face the oueatkn which tbo political world ia 

f;Minr*lly discussing, and ihAt upon whicb the Havo- 
llttonary party of Europe are actually speculating 
with much rest It haa been elated that a French 
diplomat who enjoys the eonlldencQ of the Emperor 
Napoleon, VE . Brennier, has been on a Toviuoj mission 
to the Courts of Italy, for the purpose of loarrjans; the 
position which the fsovereigna would take in th* event 
nf war. This expedition of inquiry rests upon report, 
and the answer* cannot have been authenti tally stated 
in public ; but the mission itaalf ia highly probst>ia. and 
tbo evasive answer* wjitrh. ere huited at are what 
might be expected. Even if the question haa not been 

fiut bv M. llreonicr, It would evidently have been 
breed upoD tbo rhiviTiltrna by the course of events , 
ami, indeed, it is one which tnore euiircma them than 
the Powers who are about to engage in a great contest, 
snd who must naturally be looking up tho resource* 
that they can command, 

Tho posiiion of the iini nnstiMHional Sovereigns in 
Italy diws not differ very greatly In its essentials from 
that of Austria, with one ciecption. They roust he 
favourable to Uussin. because that power has been the 
great usserlPt of nut i.:-r jlie- rule, ii[ld Mill! more 

because it hs» been lho great stay of the despotic 
Sovereigns in Kurupe. In 1MB. it appears quite pos. 
•ibi.- that but for Uussta the Aiuttrtan empire might 
have r>Wtt broken up ; and, if Austria were broken up, 
the Italian states, whose Sovereigns copy the mode] of 
Vienna, could scarcely anlicipato a better doom. The 
difference In tho present position of the ltnlLan states 
Ls, that necesanrlly acting so murh uuder the shelter of 
Austria, they might be eonpellod in a great degree to 
follow the lead of Austria, either in a Western alli- 
ance nr the revenue. On the other hand, they ate, 
more than Austria, directly answerable to lhair own 
people i and tliero are growing inlluetieea in Italy die.

There is. no doubt, one too probable conUniforicy 
whieh woul. 1 operate greatly in favour of the uncon- 
atitutlonal Sovereigns in Italy. In the event of a 
gfitcral war, it la ton obvious to bo overlooked, that 
many of the most important provinces nf Austria will 
endeavour to make her danger their opportunity j and 
thorc is an equal probability that H-iisia may t 
herself for tbe neutrality nf Anuria, and the 1 
of tho new Trench throne, by intripuea to en 
that revolutionary movement, which she 
abandon anil help to destroy aa aeon aa it had served 
her purpose. An inter mediate stage must intervene 
before any audi conjunction of opposite powera could 
take place, Should Austria remabi true to the Western 
alliance even for a time, and should the Italian Powers 
copy tho example of Austria in romalning 
neutral while professing adherence to the general 
consent of Europe, any belligerent movement within 
the populations of Italy could not be diatituruished, 
by those Ton-era who take the lead in sustaining the 
common law of Ktirope, from the disturbers of thnt 
common law ; and, however disconnected the Italian 
patriots might he from the Russian outlaw, there 
would he a concurrence in the acta of til* two, and 
the defenders of order would Hnd it Incumbent upon 
them to put down the ona disturbance an a prelimi- 
nary tu a contest with Ihe other. Should Russia per- 
aeverc in forcing a general contest upon Europe, it is 
commonly agreed that no statesman can calculate 
tho results, or predetermine how the political map of 
Europe shall ultimately be distributed. Protests 
against the unaottlcmont of boundaries will be un- 
unnvalUng in the face of the do facto powers, whether 
tvrannical or liberul, that mny develop themselves in 
thnt contest. And at the conclusion it will be aucea- 
aary to deal with powers de facto, and not with those 
Jw lure, who have provoked their own destruction, or 
hove through mis taken polity permitted their claim 
to lapae. 

Should the contest of the Western Powera i 
the great champion of autocratic rule proceed ( 
untimely distraction by a combat against revolution, it 
would only reault In > gain to liberal princlplM and 
imtitutiona on the Continent : and while tha Weetcm 
Powera are doing so well, it would be deplorable If thn 
mistaken seal of the patriots, however honest., were to 
complicate tbe quarrel and draw upon the Leaders of 
tho patriot party the same ictrihu:ire sentence which 
aught to be reserved for the great disturber. Should 
the Italian patriots possess sufficient self-control to 
abide their rime, they would inevitably profit by their 
discretion. On the other hsnd, should the uncon- 
stimtinnsi Sovorsijrns of Italy make a rash or a bigoted 
reply to the question which is asked them as much 
by events aa "by tha Frenob agent, ^should they 
blindly rely upon powers which may foil them at 
the pinch,— they Certainly cannot hold the Western 
novernmenta answerable for the consequences of the 
af orm which they would brave,

Mm Pkimp 9tUNar'i> Deadi.— After having a horse 
shot under him. 8idney received a wound front a 
musket-bullet cat the left thigh a little above the knee. 
As he wap Carrietl from the rkdd * well-known incident 
nocurred, which Lord Brooke, hi* biographer and com- 
pruiiolL, thti* dcSL'ribes : — bb A* hE paased along by the 
re*t of tho army, where hu unele the frenoral U'a*, he 
became faint and thirnitr from excessive bleeding, 
and called for nome drink, which was presently 
brought him : but *a he wh* putting the bottle to bu 
inouth, he saw a * poor soldier carried along, who had 
eaten his last at the same feint, ghaatly caning up hi* 
eye* at the bottle, which Sidney perceiving, took it 
from hi* huad before he drank *nd delivered it to the 
poor man with these words: -"Thy lioceosity is yet 
greater than mine." The wound unfortunately proved 
mortal, and after many days of seven aulluring he died 
at Arnheim, in tho anus of bis wife, and of hia faithful 
secretary William Temple, on the 7th of Ortober, l S80, 
in the Ihuty-thrrd year of hi* ago. On the fatal intel- 
ligence rcuchiiur England, n general mourning we* 
ordered, and anWtionately observed by all rank* and 
iJsaaKv of people. Ills body whs brought home, and 
interred io Obi SLPaul'a Catliedral, in tha month of 
Ft-bruaiy following i the ftutpral being Mttnded by all 
iVireignrn in Rngbnd, the diplomatic corps, mo*t of 
the nobility, and an immense coneou>»o of people, 
bio man, perbaps. was ever move universally ndmired, 
and none, certainly, more tenderly Snd respectfully

Also, I would, besides 
lhat allowance fur mv appsrol. have six hundred 
pounds added yearly for the performance of charitable 
work* ; these things I would not neither be ai count- 
able tor. Also. I will have three horaoa for iny own 
■addle, that none shall dare to lend lit borrow ; none 
lend but I, none borrow but you. Alan, I would have 
two gentlewomen, lest one should lie Kick j alio, be- 
lieve it would be an indecent thing for a gentle- 
woman to *iand mumping alone, when God has 
bleated their lord and l.dy with s great estate. 
Also, when I ride hunting or hawking, or travel from 
one house to another, I will have them att^dtng, so 
for each of those **id women 1 must have a hone, 
A lso. 1 will have six or eight gentlemen, and will have 
two coaches, one lined with velvet to myself, with four 
very fair horse* ; and a coach for my women, lined 
with sweet cloth, or re-laid with gold ; the other with 
scarlet, and laid with watc.het laoc and silver, 
wttta fcroj good horses. -Vitnj, 1 will bsjfsj two coach- 
men, an*> ror rsyssat, th* owVr tt* my women. JthMt, 
whaneser I travel I will be allowed not only coaches

my thing* with my women's, nor theirs with ch amber - 
niald*' nor theirs with washmslds'. Also, laundresses, 
when I travel [ I will have them sent away with tho 
carriages lo see all safe ; and the chambersuaids shall 
go before with the groom*, that the chambers may be 
ready, sweet snd (dean. Also, for that it I* indecent 
for rue to crowd myself with my gentleman usher in 
my coach, 1 will have him have a convenient bone, 
to attend me cither io city or country ; and 
I must hate four footmen ; and my desure 
is, that you will defray the charges for me. 
And for myself, beside* my yearly allowance, I would 
have twenty gowns apparel, six of them excellent good 
ones, eight of thorn nar tl» country, *nd six others of 
them excellent guest ones, Also I would have to put 
in my purs* two thousand pounds and two hundred 
pounds, and so vou to pay my dsbta, Also, 1 would
